_ Newspapers in Microform is prepared by the Catalog Publication Divi- 
sion in the Processing Department. Imre T. Jarmy, head of the 
microform publications unit, notes that approximately 30 percent 

of the reports are new titles, and 70 percent are additional loca- 
tions and/or corrections, Furthermore, foreign newspaper reports 
are included for 24 foreign and 19 U.S. institutions that have 

not previously reported.

MICROFILM COMMITTEE 
MEETS IN CHICAGO 


The Standing Committee on Foreign Newspapers on Microfilm of the 

Association of Research Libraries (ARL) held an informal meeting 

on January 19, 1975, in Chicago. Members in attendance were John 
G. Lorenz, Deputy Librarian of Congress, and Gordon R. Williams, 

Director of The Center for Research Libraries. Also present was 

John Y. Cole, Coordinator, Foreign Newspaper Microfilming, Refe- 

rence Department, Library of Congress. 


Mr. Williams presented a financial report on the ARL Foreign News- 
paper Project for calendar year 1974, as well as a budget estimate 
for 1975. He noted that. a report on 1974 project acquisitions was 
submitted in December. Several questions concerning project holdings 
were discussed. It was agreed to transfer the microfilm of the Ban- 
gladesh Observer (December 18, 1971+ ) from The Center for Research 
Libraries to the ARL project, which will place a subscription for 
future issues. CRL members will retain access for the period re- 
presented by the transfer. At the same time, ARL project subscri- 
bers will be granted access to the ARL file of the Pakistan Observer 
(1962-December 17, 1971). 


Mr. Cole reported briefly about foreign newspaper activities at 
the Library of Congress, particularly the publication of the 4th 
edition of Newspapers Currently Received in the Library of Con- 
form 1973. The latter will be the first annual supplement to the 
two-volume cumulation, Newspapers in Microform: United States, 
1948-1972 and Newspapers in Microform: Foreign Countries, 1948- 
1S ae 





With regard to the microfilming of foreign gazettes, it was agreed 
to purchase for the ARL Foreign Official Gazette Microfilm Project 
(FOGMP) those titles that would bring FOGMP holdings up to the 
point where the new Library of Congress/New York Public Library 
gazette filming project commences. This microfilm, covering approx- 
imately the years 1967 to 1969, will be purchased from the New York 
Public Library. A draft letter from the committee to FOGMP sub- 
scribers concerning the future of the project was discussed. Mr. 
Williams agreed to expand the letter, explaining the committee's 
decision to terminate FOGMP and asking subscribers for a response 
on the use of whatever funds remain after the latest purchase.

GAZETTE PRICES 
AT NYPL AND LC 


The third 1974 issue of this publication featured announcements of 
foreign national gazettes that are available on microfilm from the 
New York Public Library and the Library of Congress. Since that 
announcement, NYPL has been forced to increase all photographic 
prices by 10%, including gazettes. Inquiries about prices of in- 
dividual titles should be directed to: The New York Public Library, 
Photographic Service, Fifth Avenue and 42nd Street, New York, N.Y. 

Gazette 
prices in the NYPL/LC gazette microfilming effort are determined 
separately by each institution. 


IFLA PRESENTATION ON 
GAZETTE MICROFILMING 


In Washington, D.C. on November 19, 1974, John Y. Cole of the Li- 
brary of Congress delivered a paper about gazette microfilming 
before the Committee for Official Publications of the International 
Federation of Library Associations (IFLA). The text of his talk 
follows. 


The Library of Congress and the New York Public Library have re- 
cently undertaken sponsorship of a new project to microfilm official 
national gazettes from nations throughout the world. The purpose 

of this brief report is to describe the project and, I hope, enlist 
your support for what we think is a bibliographic and preservation 
effort of considerable international importance. 


Official gazettes have long been recognized as documents of fun- 
damental research significance for government officials, scholars 
and librarians. Moreover, gazettes are prime candidates for micro- 
filming: they are printed on perishable newsprint that accumulates 
in great bulk, they are infrequently used, and they are collected 
in depth by only a few research institutions. Unfortunately, an 
earlier effort of the American research community to organize an 
effective gazette microfilming program met with only limited 
success. 


In 1956, at the urging of the Seminar on the Acquisition of Latin 
American Library Materials and the Association of Research Li- 
braries, the New York Public Library undertook a microfilming 
project for current official gazettes. Between 1956 and about 
1969, the New York Public Library acquired and microfilmed current 


issues of most official gazettes issued throughout the world 
on a more or less current basis, even though little was ac- 
complished in preserving retrospective files. The official 
gazettes program at the New York Public Library was instituted 
with the hope that microfilming costs, at least, would become 
largely self-sustaining through the purchase of positive copies 
by other libraries and research institutions. That hope was 
never realized to any substantial degree, despite cooperative 
marketing arrangements with commercial micropublishers.- By 
1969 the severe financial strain affecting the processing and 
reference functions of The Research Libraries of the New York 
Public Libraries forced a deemphasis on the gazette microfilming 
program and, in 1971, the program ended. 


The cessation of the New York Public Library gazette microfilming 
program was a regrettable occurrence for research libraries every- 
where. Since then, a renewed gazette microfilming program has 
been the goal of the Foreign Gazette Microfilm Committee (Ad Hoc) 
of the American Library Association's Resources and Technical 
Services Division. The Association of Research Libraries has 
continued its interest in gazette microfilming, and in November 
1973, the responsibilities of its Standing Committee on Foreign 
Newspapers on Microfilm were expanded to include foreign gazettes. 


In discussing reasons for past failures in gazette microfilming, 
several conclusions were reached. First of all, because of the 
limited market, it was obvious that gazette microfilming was not 
a lucrative field for commercial micropublishers. Therefore, in 
order for a gazette filming program to succeed, it had to be sub- 
Sidized by major research institutions. Second, any gazette 
filming program had to be centrally coordinated and information 
about the program had to be widely and regularly available. 
Finally, a viable, long-range gazette microfilming program need- 
ed a solid bibliographic base, in particular a union list of 
original and microfilm gazette holdings in American research 
libraries. 


About a year ago, the Library of Congress and the New York Pub- 
lic Library agreed to undertake a new foreign gazette microfilming 
program. It was felt that sponsorship of such a project was, in 
effect, a national responsibility, particularly in view of the 
extensive gazette collections, acquisitions and microfilming re- 
sources of the two institutions. It was agreed that preparation 
costs would be absorbed by each library and that an informal 
union list of gazette holdings would be started. Overall coor- 
dination and publicity is the responsibility of the office of 
Coordinator, Foreign Newspaper Microfilming, in the Reference 
Department of the Library of Congress. Its publication, Foreign 
Newspaper Report, was expanded in 1974 and became Foreign News- 


paper and Gazette Report. It is published two or three times 
a year -and is available to libraries and institutions free of 
charge. Requests should be sent to: Library of Congress, Cen- 
tral Services Division, Washington, D.C. 20540. 


The new Library of Congress/New York Public Library gazette 
project will continue the microfilming of most of the national 
gazettes formerly microfilmed as part of the earlier New York 
Public Library program. While microfilming of retrospective 
issues of individual titles, e.g. pre-1956, is considered within 
the project's scope, initial emphasis is on the resumption of 
microfilming of current national gazettes. It now appears that 
approximately 150 national gazettes eventually will be micro- 
filmed on a continuing basis. The last 1974 issue of Foreign 
Newspaper and Gazette Sepore announces the availability of over 
75 of these titles. 


The Library of Congress is planning to microfilm national gazettes 
from Latin America, Asia, the Middle East and northern Africa; the 
New York Public Library is microfilming titles from Europe, the 
British Commonwealth (except for countries covered by Library of 
Congress Public Law 480 activities) and Africa south of the Sahara. 
Every reasonable effort is being made to obtain missing issues be- 
fore microfilming. Interested libraries are able to purchase 
positive microfilm from the institution doing the filming; prices 
are determined separately by each institution. 


The goal of the joint Library of Congress/New York Public Library 
gazette project is to make official national gazettes from nations 
throughout the world available on microfilm on a reasonably cur- 
rent basis. However, we do not feel that all the microfilming 
necessarily has to be done by the Library of Congress or by the 
New York Public Library; in fact, we are eager to avoid duplica- 
tion of microfilming effort. If agencies.of foreign governments 

or commercial micropublishers are successfully producing archival 
quality microfilm of current gazettes, we will defer to them and 
adjust our microfilming list accordingly. There are several 
National gazette titles now in this category and the number ap- 
pears to be increasing. In the meantime, we need help in learning 
about gazette microfilming efforts around the world. For this 
reason, it would be appreciated if libraries, government agencies 
and commercial micropublishers now microfilming or contemplating 
microfilming any official gazette contact the Coordinator, Foreign 
Newspaper Microfilming, at the Library of Congress. In particular, 
information is needed about gazette microfilming efforts of national 
governments, national libraries and commercial micropublishers out- 
side of the United States. 


COLONIAL AFRICAN GAZETTES 
AVAILABLE IN MICROFORM 





The African Studies Association of the United Kingdom, in cooperation 
with EP Microform Limited, has undertaken a project for the microfilnm- 
ing of government publications relating to African countries before . 
their independence. Three categories of material from the period of © 
British colonial administration are being filmed: statistical blue 
books, annual reports, and government gazettes. The gazettes date 
from the beginning of publication "to the number published immediate- 
ly prior to independence, together with supplements containing legis- 
lation, government notices, and law reports." Thus far, the filming 
of publications relating to Uganda (1900-61) and the Gold Coast (1847-

MASTERS EXPECTED SOON 


Publication of the 1974 volume of the National Register of Microform 
Masters is expected in the summer of 1975. Over 50,000 entries are 
included in the new edition, bringing to more than 275,000 the nun- 
ber of-reports that have been published since 1970. The price of the 
new volume is $25; it will be available from the Library of Congress, 
Cataloging Distribution Service Division, Washington, D.C. 20541. 

The Register is a catalog of master microforms which have been pro- 
duced for the sole purpose of preserving printed material on film. 
The publication reports master microforms of foreign and domestic 
books, pamphlets, serials and foreign doctoral dissertations; it 
therefore includes reports of foreign gazettes on microfilm. If the 
Register is to fulfill its primary purpose of preventing unnecessary 
duplication of microforms, it is important that both research insti- 
tutions and commercial micropublishers report their holdings of master 
microforms. The reports should be directed to the Library of Con- 
gress, National Register of Microform Masters, Catalog Publication 
Division, Washington, D.C. 20541.

COMMUNICATION AMONG 
NEWSPAPER LIBRARIANS 





John R. Rettig, newspaper librarian at the University of Wisconsin--

1973 IS NOW AVAILABLE 
FROM THE LIBRARY OF CONGRESS 





The Library of Congress has published Newspapers in Microform 1973, 
the first of a series of annual publications supplementing Newspapers 
in Microform, 1948-1972, which was published in two volumes, Foreign 
Countries and United States. The 1973 edition lists reports for both 
domestic and foreign newspapers in one volume; these reports were re- 
ceived by the Catalog Publication Division between the summer of 1972 
and the fall of 1973. In a format paralleling that of the two-volume 
cumulation for 1948-72, entries for foreign newspapers are presented 
in the first section of the catalog and reports for United States news- 
papers are given in the second section, The third part of the catalog 
is a combined title index to both foreign and domestic papers. The 
supplement contains three types of entries: 1) reports of titles newly 
reduced to microform; 2) additional holdings of titles previously re- 
ported; and 3) corrections and revisions to data published earlier. 





Catalog entries in Newspapers in Microform 1973 have been prepared 
from 11,321 reports submitted by 241 United States and 107 foreign 
institutions, In the Foreign Countries section 19 domestic and 24 
foreign institutions are reporting their holdings for the first 
time; the same is true for 35 domestic institutions represented in 
the United States section. Also, for the first time holdings for 
Canada (Northwest Territories), Gabon, Gibraltar, Greenland, Mali, 
Reunion, and Sikkim are included. 





Newspapers in Microform 1973 may be purchased for $11.25 from the 
Catalog Distribution Service Division, Library of Congress, Wash- 
ington, D.C. 20541. The second supplement, Newspapers in Micro- 

form 1974, should be available for purchase in early 1976.

THE HOOVER INSTITUTION AT 
STANFORD UNIVERSITY 


The Hoover Institution on War, Revolution and Peace is a center 
for advanced research on 20th-century social, political, and 
economic change. The Hoover Library began collecting research 
materials immediately after World War I and, as a result, now 
holds a great deal of documentation unavailable in other librar- 
ies. Much of this unique material has been microfilmed by the 
Hoover Institution and is offered to research organizations, 
libraries, and scholars. Additional holdings are continually 
being filmed to meet the needs of the academic community, and 

a constant search is carried out for missing issues. A 36-page 
catalog describing newspapers and other materials available on 
microfilm from the Hoover Institution may be ordered from the 
Hoover Institution Press, Microfilm Division, Stanford Univer- 
sity, Stanford, Calif. 94305. It should be noted, however, that 
the catalog gives only a selected listing of journals, monographs, 
and newspapers in Russian, French, German, Spanish, Arabic, Chi- 
nese, and English that are available on positive microfilm.

NEW CATALOG OF SOUTH 
AFRICAN NEWSPAPERS ON 
MICROFILM NOW AVAILABLE 





The State Library of South Africa has undertaken an ambitious 
project to microfilm all South African newspapers not already 
filmed or in the process of being filmed. To facilitate its 
project, and to eliminate the possibility of institutions micro- 
filming titles which are already on film, the library has com- 
piled a catalog of all South African newspapers known to have 
been filmed. In addition to the bibliographical information 
supplied by the institutions engaged in the microfilming, his- 
torical summaries have been compiled for most of the titles. 
These summaries are given in English as well as Dutch, German, 
or Afrikaans, depending on the language of the newspaper. Pros- 
pective buyers are advised to contact the institutions holding 
master negatives for information regarding prices and archival 
quality of films before purchasing. Buyers are also cautioned 
that certain films are known not to meet accepted archival 
standards. The State Library will bring the catalog up to date 
as the need arises, and institutions engaged in microfilming 
South African newspapers are asked to send their catalogs and 
lists of titles filmed to the library. The catalog is avail- 
able at the cost of R 4.00 from the State Library, Publication 
Division, P.O. Box 397, Pretoria 0001. South Africa. 


LIBRARY OF CONGRESS 
TO MICROFILM 
VIETNAMESE TITLE 





With the cooperation of the Southeast Asia Collection, Yale 
University Library, the Library of Congress is undertaking a 
special project to microfilm Le Journal d'Extréme-Orient (Saigon) 
and its successor, Le Courrier d'Extréme-Orient. Le Journal, 

Le Courrier on October 23, 1972. The new project will cover the 
years 1948-75, with the exception of 1956-57 and 1960-62, which 
already have been microfilmed. 


Yale has provided the Library of Congress with issues for 1965- 
72. The following issues for these years are still missing: 


1966, November 2, November 7-December 31; 1967, January 1-

1975 ANNUAL REPORT OF 
ARL FOREIGN NEWSPAPER

The following is a summary of the 1975 annual report of the ARL 
Standing Committee on Newspapers on Microfilm, which was submitted 
to the Association of Research Libraries at its October 1975 mem- 
bership meeting. 


Membership. The committee is chaired by John G. Lorenz, Acting 
Librarian of Congress. Two new committee members were appointed 
during 1975: Bruce Peel, director of the University of Alberta 
Library, and Gustave A, Harrer, director of the University of 
Florida Libraries. They replaced Basil Stuart-Stubbs, director 

of the University of British Columbia Library, and Lucien W. White, 
director of the University of Illinois Library. Gordon R. Williams, 
director of the Center for Research Libraries, is the third com- 
mittee member. 


Meetings, The committee met on January 19, 1975; the minutes 
of the meeting were published in the LC Foreign Newspaper and 
Gazette Report, 1975, no. 1. Another meeting will be held in 
October 1975, 


ARL Foreign Newspaper Microfilm Project (FNMP), At the January 
19 meeting, Gordon Williams presented a financial report on 
FNMP for calendar year 1974, as well as budget estimate for 
1975. The fund balance for December 31, 1974, was $56,292, 

but $42,844 of that sum was committed for microfilming and 
purchases, leaving an uncommitted fund balance of $13,448, 

In February the committee learned of a price increase at the 
Photoduplication Laboratory of the University of Chicago, which 
does the FNMP microfilming. This increase, along with similar 
increases in commercial microfilm prices, seemed to make a FNMP 
subscription increase both justifiable and inevitable. The 
question of size and timing of the increase was placed on the 
agenda for the October meeting. Between September 1974 and 
September 1975, FNMP purchased back files of 16 foreign news- 
papers of proven research interest, including titles such as 

El Comercio (Quito), 1948-55, and the London Observer, 1916-55. 
During the past year the University of Cincinnati and Latrobe 
University dropped their FNMP memberships and the University 

of Washington joined the project. There are now 79 project 
subscribers. 


Foreign Newspaper Microfilming at the Library of Congress. 
The Library announced that it will publish Newspapers in Micro- 


form 1973, the first annual supplement to the two-volume News- 
papers in Microform 1948-1972, in the summer of 1975. Publi- 
cation of the second supplement, Newspapers in Microform 1974, 
is scheduled for late 1975, The supplements represent a new 
publication pattern for Newspapers in Microform, and one that 
was endorsed by the committee. During the past year, the Li- 
brary of Congress has made a special effort to increase the 
number of titles it microfilms from the Middle East. As an- 
nounced in the 1975 no. 1 issue of the LC Foreign Newspaper 
and Gazette Report, a total of 59 current Arabic, Turkish, 
Persian, and Armenian newspapers are now available. 








Foreign Official Gazette Microfilming. At its January 19 meet- 
ing, the committee approved the purchase, for the ARL Foreign 
Gazette Microfilming Project (FOGMP), of those gazette titles 
that would bring FOGMP holdings up to the point where the new 
Library of Congress/New York Public Library gazette microfilming 
project commences. This microfilm, covering roughly the years 
1967-69, has been ordered. The question of a letter to FOGMP 
subscribers concerning the future of FOGMP and its relation- 
ship to the new LC/NYPL project was placed on the agenda for 

the October meeting.

ARL FOREIGN NEWSPAPER 
MICROFILM COMMITTEE 
MEETS IN WASHINGTON

The ARL Standing Committee on Foreign Newspapers on Microfilm 
met in Washington on October 16, 1975. Members in attendance 
were John G. Lorenz, Acting Librarian of Congress and committee 
chairman; Bruce Peel, director of the University of Alberta 
Library; Gustave A. Harrer, director of the University of. 
Florida Libraries, and Gordon R. Williams, director of the Cen- 
ter for Research Libraries. Also present was John Y, Cole, 
coordinator of foreign newspaper microfilming, Reference Depart - 
ment, Library of Congress. 


The major item of business was discussion of a proposed subscrip- 
tion rate increase in the ARL Foreign Newspaper Microfilm Project 
(FNMP). Mr. Williams explained that higher subscription rates 
were needed to meet the increased costs being incurred by FNMP, 
both for microfilm produced for the project by the Photodupli- 
cation Laboratory at the University of Chicago and for microfilm 
purchased from other sources. Furthermore, the FNMP fund bal- 
ance has been reduced substantially since early 1974 when the 
project began to purchase, at the direction of the committee, 

the back files of a number of major newspapers. The scope of 
FNMP has thus been expanded with regard to retrospective as well 
as current titles, and the subscription increase is needed to sup- 
port that expansion. After discussion, the committee approved 
the increase, which will take effect at the beginning of 1976, 
Further details, including an explanation of the need for the 
increase, will be sent to project subscribers. 


Mr. Cole reported on his recent visit to the New York Public Li- 
brary to discuss the joint LC/NYPL foreign gazette microfilming 
project. Unfortunately, NYPL has been forced to impose a 10 
percent surcharge on all positive microfilm sales, the second 
such surcharge in the past year. The sales of the NYPL film 
have, accordingly, been quite slow. By contrast the Library of 
Congress, with lower prices, has had an adequate number of sales. 
Because of the high price of the NYPL microfilm, Mr. Cole indica- 
ted that new arrangements between LC and NYPL probably would have 
to be made during 1976. The 1975 no. 3 issue of the LC Foreign 
Newspaper and Gazette Report, to be published in December, will 
include a compTete list of the gazettes available from both NYPL 
and LC; prices will be included. This listing will serve as a 
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basis for decisions concerning future steps to be taken in the 
project. In view of this development, the committee agreed to 
postpone sending a letter concerning the LC/NYPL gazette pro- 
ject to the subscribers to the ARL Foreign Official Gazette 
Microfilming Project (FOGMP). Mr Williams did, however, raise 
a question for consideration by the committee at a later date: 
in light of the new gazette project, should access to FOGMP 
holdings be expanded to include non-subscribers? [In his opin- 
ion, the infrequent use of gazettes would seem to make such ac- 
tion feasible and appropriate.

All titles cataloged will be 
included in the Library's card and MARC-S (Machine Readable Cata- 
loging-Serials) distribution service, thé National Union Catalog, 
and the CONSER (Conversion of Serials) project, administered by 
the Ohio College Library Center. Serials cataloging procedures 
are applied (successive entry cataloging, etc.) but the follow- 
ing differences should be noted: 


1, No subject headings or call numbers are provided 
because newspapers are not.part of the Library's classified 
collections. There are no present plans to develop subclass AN 
of the Library's classification system (reserved for newspapers) 
and the word "newspaper'! will appear in the call number position, 


2. Added entries will be supplied where required, includ- 
ing a new category, a bracketed geographic added entry preceded 
by the roman numeral I, in one of the following forms: 

[I. United States—State—City] for domestic newspapers 


[I. Canada—Province—City] for Canadian newspapers, and. 


[I. Country—City] for all other newspapers.
